Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: discussed the difference in transmitter systems between the instant 
invention and the prior art. Mr. Henry argued that different transmitters such as are employed in the prior art inherently 
have different transmission ranges, and it would not have been obvious to use two different transmission ranges for the 
same transmitter. 

Upon cursory review examiner agreed that is would not appear obvious to apply a teaching involving two transmitter 
ranges to the unitary transmitter arrangement of Burr. Further consideration will be required upon filing of a formal 
response.
